DR. GRAY SPOKE 
TO PHYSICISTS 

_i 

Lecture on "Scattering of X- 
Rays and Gama Rays" 

I-) - . J. A. Gray addressed a. meeting 
of the Physical Society oii~ "The Scat- 
tering of X and Gama Hays" at 5 
p.m. yesterday. Ho showed, how the 
Claffical Theory of Klectro-magnctlc 
waves explains tht shape of the In- 
tensity Distribution Curve of the 
scattered radiation and the Tin ne 
Polarization of the rays scattered 
through 90 degrees, and also the In- 
tensity of tho rays: that docs not. ac- 
count for the lengthening of the wave 
of the scattered ray. 

The Quantum Theory of the A. H . 
Compton was explained and shown 
to be inadequate to account for all 
the phenomena. This led to the at- 
tempt to treat a ray of light like ,n 
corpuscle haying definite quantum of 
energy and consequent momentum. 

When tho ray starts a 1'n.st. moving 
electron there Is ». résulta nt Dnppler 
uffeel which partly explains the oh- 
Hsrverl change In wave length. Much 
difficulty arises from the fact that 
different effects are observed from X 
and from Gama rays for In tho above 
theory similar effects would bo ex- 
pected . 

The results of Dr. Boss of Califor- 
nia and Dr. Dun no of Harvard were 
given, showing that much remains lo 
he done bo fore a mu I is factory explana- 
tion can ho given of rofioc.llon from 
a crystal surface without change of 
wave-length, and the una tiering which 
Dr. Gray huu shown to remill hi Iho 
production of rays of increased wave- 
length. 

This Inloresllng address was much 
appreciated by the nutlimica and in 
consequence a résolution was moved 
by Dr. Hvi! and seconded hy lb- 
Shaw expressing cougi-aluliilions to 
Dr. Gray on his appointment lo the 
Knsearch Cluilr of I MiyniCH at Qltocn's 
Ulliverolly, and regret his wllhdrawal 
from I lia stuff of the Macdonuld 
Bhysicn Bullfllng.

Secrets of Recording Station 
Explored 

BROADCASTS TIME 



Time Ascertained by the 
Movement of the Stars 

During the abundant showers or rain 
and sleet, yesterday afternoon an In- 
quisitive reporter of the "Dally" swoop, 
ed down or rather up on the. "Weather 
Man" In the Observatory to find out. 
what It was all about, To the un- 
initiated, and there are ninny of these, 
l.ho McGlll Observât or Ji Is situated Just 
west of Mohioti'ti Hall, and from here i 
ca.iuc the reports of "Fair and warmer'! 
or "Mori- Snow" that. b|a/.e forth from 
Montreal's newspapers. 

Having crashed the gate the reporter, 
with the charactercstlc luqulsltivoness 
of his calling, began to explore the 
place. He discovered that the "Wea- 
ther Man" was none other than Pro- 
fessor Kelly, well known lo Science 
Summer School Students, who went to 
much pains and trouble to introduce 
tho explorer to all the mysteries in the 
Observatory. 

.V fact that is little known to McGlll i 
students Is that the Observatory 1s a j 
time-recording station. Tho time is [ 
obtained by observation of the move- ' 
ment, of the stars, instead of time- 
keeping by the sun, because more ac- 
curate, results arc obtained by the for- , 
mer method. A transit records the j 
passage of the stars over the McGill 
meridian on an instrument called the 
chornograph . The McGill meridian, 
by the way was originally fixed by I 
telegraphic communication with Green- < 
w'cli, Fngland. 

Tho chronograph is used as a. means ; 
of checking up on the master clock ! 
ttnd - by these two an electric clock Is ! 
regulated. The master clock is of' 
delicate mechanism and Is enclo.-ed in ; 
a. partial vacuum. It is one of the 
best of its kind in America. The elec- 
tric clock has an automatic attachment 
which sends out the correct time to all 
parts of the city, it Is also the mys- 
terious power tha.i rings i lie gongs In 
ell the buildings around college. Seven 
or eight devices which are called tic- 
kers arc used to relay the time to dif- 
ferent places In the city. At eleven 
o'clock In the morning one of these tic- 
kers relays th> time directly to 
nil stations on the Canadian National 
Hallways. Anothev sends out the time 
to the Toronto Observatory, and n this 
way a check is kept on each other 

Besides limo recording a careful 
scrutiny Is kepi on the changes in the 
weather. If It were not for the num- 
erous devices at their command, those 
In charge would be kept pretty busy, 
especially with weather like the pres- 
ent. Those who have Alpine blood in 

their viens and who have climbed to

the highest elevation of Mount lîoyal 
will have noticed a mysterious lower 
erected up there. On this tower is a

BULGARIA'S EDUCATIONAL EX- 
PERIMENT 

The general truth that the future of 
of nation depends on hor young gen- 
eration has especial meaning Tor such 
a. country as Bulgaria. Politically In- 
dependent since 1378, this nation sub- 
mitted from outside to different in- 
fluences on her mental and spiritual 
life, and therefore the present mo- 
ment ia very critical and decisive for 
the future of Bulgaria.. Everything 
is in the stage of formation. The whole 
life Is flexible enough to he mould- 
ed by Ideals and principals. 

Out of five million inhabitants, 
750.000 are boys and girls attending 
different schools. 4000 of these are 
students of 2 universities and four 
pedagogical institutions. About 34,- 
000 are in the middle schools of dif- 
ferent kinds and aJl the others are 
attending primary schools. 

The Government- University with 
2300 students is only- 40 years old, 
and : has not the, steady -traditions: 
which generally form the definite spi- 
ritual and intellectual type of stu- 
dent, in the old universities of Eu- 
rope. .-. Tho Free University of Sophia 
is a private, enterprise and exists only 
since 3 years. One cannot speak 
yftt about its influence upon the so- 
cial and spiritual ideals of the nation, 



The youth of Bulgaria Is very Afjf- 
dent In Its search of new ideals an«t 
now methods for d«x-«loplng charac- 
ter- and developing Itself for social 
work. Tho Communist ideal* werp 
predominant among the greater part 
rif th« students, during the 'last two 
or threi years- Many earnest (rtu* 
dfnts believed that the communists 
would bring humanity to a new epoch, 
in which the brotherhood of peoplo 
and justice will bn realized In every- ' 
day life. At present the Influene» 
of thero idea.ls i q very much smaller, 
chiefly b"i-auso r.f ih» hard experl« 
ence of Russia . 

In tho Vtovnrnrnent University there j 
are eight student academic societies. : 
During thi Inst year the most active 
was the Student Christian Associa- 
tion. Its periodical "New Era'' aftor 
ono year's publication -has already 
1S00 subscribers and is considered to 
bo one of the hext periodicals on : 
elal, ethical, and religious problems 
Of tho present young generation.

His friends, and 
his activities are purely an individual 
matter and are in no way a part of 
his university 1 1 f «» - English univer- 
sities, it is true, devote much time to 
.•ports, but they do it in a sporting way 
only and the American intercollegiate 
system is unknown there. 

Here in the United States a college 
has a dozen different 'phasos in it, all 
of which come to mind with the mere- 
mention of the term "college." In 
American colleges, while a student in- 
oldentally comes to study and acquire 
wisdom and knowledge of a. sort, he 
"goes in" tor thingr. Preferably he 
goes into athletics. Tho.t is the surest 
and quickest way to fame, provided he 
Lb successful, of course. There arc so- 
,ci*l activities — fraternities, hoc! a J 
clubs; and semi -social ones — literary 
societies, honorary societies and the 
like. 

Life is very complex for au Ame- 
;rïça.n student . So much so, that a 
ipollcing system has been devised, 
which, with modifications, is applied 
to regulate moat of the details of life. 
JResiiowA libt rey adnup 
Personal liberty and pursuit of learn- 
ing pure and simple are subjugated 
,to group organization and cultivation 
of the ego which makes tangible suc- 
,ccsb ■the thing to lie desired.

It is really quite depressing to hear 
many undergraduates p||»y havoc with 
all rules of good Enrrish In their 
dally conversation. fjieir writing, 
though more carefully done. Is not 
free frem glaring faults of grammar 
and spelling. And yet, these under- 
graduates, many of them, arc Juniors 
and seniors, soon to he graduated 
from this university and considered 
as "educated" persons. 

Among the best of this UnlversltyVt 
rules Is that which requires all fresh- 
hien to take u year In grammar and 
composition. The one year, however 
seemingly is not enough, or many stu- 
dents are able to "get. by" with n 
passing grade without assimila ling 
much of the materia) offered them, 

After nil the training In composition 
and rhetoric given In grammar and 
high schools, -and the additional year 
here at Ohio fita.te, the average junior 
or senior should be well able to handle 
the mother tongue rather effectively. 
Surely the upperclasiiman should 
know its correct use. 

It may be that every college stu- 
dent should be required lo reviow his 
knowledge of grammar in his Junior 
or senior year. Again, it. might lie 
well to Insist on a somewhat higher 
standard in high school and iu the 
freshman year at. college. 

In concluding this editorial on stu- 
dent use of English, we rather hope 
>vc are malting no grammatical errors 
in our editorial columns today. If 
we are, however, wc offer this to 
Bofl.un t.l|c harshness of our crilica— 
If on English course of the typo men- 
tioned above were offered, we'd Jump 
at the opportunity to take il.
